Russians gathered at sunset Thursday 
to dream of a new dawn for their van- 
ished empire. 

Many of the 5,000 people who 
assembled in the square outside the 
Bolshoi Theater wept as they recalled 
how exactly three years ago they and 
their countrymen had voted in a refer- 
endum to keep the Soviet Union 
together. 

Less than 10 months later, Mikhail 
Gorbachev signed the USSR out of 
existence and the tribulations of enter- 
ing a new ideological world began. 

“For these past three years not one 
step has been taken to ensure the dig- 
nity of the people,” said Pyotr 
Kosachyuk, a 69-year-old Red Army 
veteran of World War II. 

The rally, the largest in months by 
Opponents of President Boris 
Yeltsin’s reforms, was the latest sign 
that hard-liners are regrouping in 
Moscow. 

A day earlier, a group of 
Communist, nationalist and other 
opposition leaders — including for- 
mer Vice President Alexander 
Rutskoi — announced they were unit- 
ing into a political movement to “pre- 
vent the final collapse of historic 
Russia.” 

The same day, Rutskoi, who recent- 
ly was released from prison after 
being pardoned for leading October’s 
armed resistance to Yeltsin, urged 
people across the former Soviet 
Union to reunite into a single “great 
power.” 

“This is my homeland and I’m ready 


former Soviet republics as sloughs of 
economic turmoil and ethnic strife, 
and said things would be better if they 
all joined with Russia again under the 
Soviet banner. 

While red Soviet flags waved in the 
breeze, the crowd observed a moment 
of silence “for the victims of the poli- ° 
tics of Gorbachev and Yeltsin.” 

Russia’s army newspaper Krasnaya 
Zvezda urged peace in a front-page 
editorial and said there was no going 
back to the USSR. 

“Out of all the former Soviet people, 
only local elites are prospering,”

It added, “Russia isn’t the same, and 
the entire former Soviet territory has 
changed greatly. So we ask all revolu- 
tionaries not to worry: We can’t go 
back. We must build our common 
house anew. We must seek ways of 
unifying which wouldn’t harm any- 
one’s interests,”

This represents a continuing trend in Provo, 
According to police figures, the number of reported 
sexual abuses of children has increased 111 percent in 
five years from 1989 to 1993. 

Police said the increase was a result of more chil- 
dren coming forward and is not necessarily an 
increase in activity by offenders. 

The report also indicated some very positive trends 
in the decrease of some criminal activities. 

The most significant reductions in criminal activities 
were in the areas of rape, robbery, business burglary, 
arson and sexual misconduct. 

Two of the most positive reductions were in the area 

of rape and robbery. 
- According to the report, 34 rapes were reported to 
Provo police in 1993, compared to 46 in 1992. This is 
the first time in four years that the number of rapes 
has decreased. Reports document 30 incidences of 
rape in 1990 and 41 in 1991. 

Robbery also decreased in 1993. Provo police 
reported 19 robberies compared to 28 in 1992.

Law grads do time in court

The 4th District Court is fostering a 
unique program in Utah where the 
court bailiffs double as court law 
clerks. 

The bailiffs are law school gradutes 
that are interning before they begin to 
actually practice the law. 

Phil Hardy graduated from the 
University of Utah last May and 
decided to intern as a law clerk for the 
experience. 

“In one year interning as a law clerk 
you see more in-court proceedings 
than some practicing attorneys see in 
five or six years,” Hardy said. 

Hardy has been able to see the mis- 
takes a new attorney can make and 
said he hopes to avoid them. 

“T feel like I will be a lot more pre- 
pared to practice,” Hardy said. “You 
learn what to do and what not to do.” 

Each law clerk is assigned to a 
judge who they are able to utilize 
their research and writing skills for. 

“Everyday we go through the 
motions that have been filed,” Hardy 
said. “We read through the motions 
and research them.” 

Clerks draft memos for the judges 
that explain how the attorneys per- 
ceived the law. They also suggest 
how the judge should rule. 

The judge will review the memo 
and, if necessary, ask questions. 

“It-is kind of scary at first because 
what you recommend has a lot of 
influence,” Hardy said. “The judge is 
relying on what you study and 
research.” 

Other responsibilities include 
reviewing the docket, a case pending 
list, on a monthly basis. If a case has 
been inactive for six months then a 
clerk will send notice for an order to 
show cause which tells the court why 
it should not dismiss the case. 


Law students, called externs, work 
under the clerks which parallels attor- 
neys who have law students do legal 
research for them: 

All law clerks must attend the police 
academy. They go through four 
weeks of special training. 

“Physical training, learning arrest 
control tactics and defense, and Utah 
criminal code and constitutional law 
are all a part of the training,’ Hardy 
said. 

While working as a law clerk Hardy 
has realized the importance of attor- 
neys working with each other. 

“When attorneys keep filing 
motions against each other the 
motions become frivolous and the 
attorneys can loose respect,’ Hardy 
said. 

Hardy said it is good for both parties 
when the attorneys come to an agree- 
ment because it is the parties’ deci- 
sion and not the judges. 

A law clerk is able to make connec- 
tions while working at the courthouse 
that will help them in landing a good 
job. 

“The greatest benefit of the program 
is we have the opportunity to meet 
people that will help us to get bet- 
ter jobs,” Hardy said. “Judges are 
good referrals.” 

“Our primary reason to be law 
clerks is for connections,” Hardy said. 
“It is very important to know court 
clerks and have their respect. When 
an attorney looses respect their work 
is scrutinized very carefully.” 

The clerks have two positions. First 
they are court security, baliffs, and 
second they are law clerks. 

“The sheriff's department wants us 
for our-physical présence and-the 
judges want us for our brains,” Hardy 
said. “It is like having two bosses.” 

“The position is great,” Hardy said. 
“We have paid holidays, there is not 
much stress, and it is interesting.” 


Utah middle school teacher 
files suit against student

MURRAY, Utah — A science 
teacher at the South Jordan Middle 
School has filed a civil lawsuit 
against a 15-year-old student accused 
of kicking and hitting her. 

The suit, filed in 5th Circuit Court in 
Murray, seeks $4,500 in medical costs 
and exemplary damages. 

Teacher Susan Atkin claims the stu- 
dent became violent when she asked 
him to remove his hat while in school. 
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She said she took the hat from his 
head after asking him three times to 
remove it. 

Atkin said she then tried to convince 
the student to join her outside the 
building, where she said she would 
give him back his hat. 

The suit alleges that the boy 
responded by shouting obscenities, 
kicking her and striking her in the 
face and knocking off her eyeglasses. 

Atkin received medical treatment 
for injuries to the left side of her face, 
including bruises, contusions and a 
jaw injury. She missed several days of 
school and was nervous about return- 
ing, said Michael McCoy, attorney for 
the Utah Education Association, who 
represents Atkin. 

The student was excluded from 
school for 11 days and attended sev- 
eral hearings with school officials 
and his parents, said Jordan District 
spokeswoman Patty Dahl.

Somali future uncertain 
as U.S. troops pull out

With the deadline for complete 
withdrawal of U.S. troops quickly 
approaching, the United States exam- 
ines. the successes and failures of its 
mission to Somalia while the Somalis 
face an uncertain future. 

With the exception of about 2000 
Marines who will remain just off the 
coast, U.S. troops will be out of 
Somalia by March 31. 

“Anarchy is quite a legitimate sce- 
nario for Somalia,” said Howard 
Lehman, associate professor of politi- 
cal science at the University of Utah. 

Dennis Thompson, professor of 
political science at Brigham Young 
University said Somalia has as much 
possibility for a good future as most 
other African countries. He said there 
aren’t as many ethnic. or population 
problems in Somalia as in other 
African nations and its agriculture is 
well-development in some areas. 

There-has been drought, Thompson 
said, but not to the same extent as in 
surrounding countries. He said 
Somalia would be relatively prosper- 
ous if fighting would stop so food 
could be circulated. 

Lehman said Somalia needs political 
stability in order to get food circulat- 
ing again and that may have to come 
through an authoritarian dictatorship. 

Dictatorship is helpful in some situ- 
ations, Lehman said, especially if 
- there is a good strategy for economic 
development. Cooperation would 
require negotiations or a peace agree- 
ment between rival clans. 

In an interview with CNN, Robert 

Oakley, U.S. Special Envoy to 
Somalia, said peace talks between the 
clans to be held in Nairobi, Kenya, 
are the last chance to pull the country 
together. 
. Lehman said General Mohammad 
Farah Aidid would probably have the 
‘most influence on the talks since he 
has been more vocal and more active 
in mobilizing his people against U.S. 
and U.N. troops than his rivals. 

Lehman said Aidid and rival clan 


leader Mohammad Hersi Morgan 
worked together to overthrow the for- 
mer leader, after which they each 
appointed themselves leader. When it 
appeared to Aidid that the U.N. and, 
more specifically, the United States 
took sides with Morgan, he started a 
campaign of resistance against U.N. 
troops. 

Aidid has won some symbolic victo- 
ries that would put him in-a position 
to negotiate with the U.N., Lehman 
said. 

Lehman said the U.S. pull-out from 
Somalia is a symbolic victory for 
Aidid, but on another level the mis- 
sion was successful. 

Before U.S. and U.N. involvement, 


there was total breakdown in Somalia, 


Lehman said. Problems such as gang 
activity and theft of food shipments 
don’t occur as much now, and food is 
getting to people who need it. In that 
aspect the mission was successful. 

We have paid a price for taking 
sides in a civil war, Oakley said. We 
were Overambitious and too deeply 
involved, and that caused a backlash, 
he said. 

“We came in with high expectations 
to build a democracy in Somalia, but 
that couldn’t be done,” Lehman said. 
In feeding the people we were suc- 
cessful, he added. 

‘Thompson said the extent of that 
success is questionable. The U.S. was 
successful in the area in which it 
operated, but there was no attempt to 
penetrate into the countryside. 

Fighting was stopped and food dis- 
tribution successful in Mogadishu and 
Kismayu, Thompson said. 

U.S. soldiers in Somalia have been 
discouraged because of apparent 
political apathy among the Somali 
people. 

The problem has been blamed on 
the daily fight against starvation that 
faces many Somalis. 

When faced with a choice between 
survival and participation in creating 
political stability, “I think it’s a uni- 
versal principle that most people will 
favor food in their stomachs,” 
Lehman said.

PORTLAND, Ore. — Her competi- 
tive skating career is finished, she 
reportedly is nearly broke and her life 
is a mess.

The owner of Latter Day Ideals, on 
the other hand, says she has’to be 
more selective about the religious 
background of her clients. 

The company is an “introduction 
agency” exclusively for single LDS 
adults, said Poyurs, owner of the 
agency. 

“The whole purpose for this organi- 
zation is introduction to the end. of 
eternal marriage,” she said. 

“The people who come to us are sin- 
gle people who are looking for other 
single people who share their same 
values but are too busy to do the bar- 
stool scene. We aren’t dealing with 
losers here.” 

“All applicants who wish to join 
Latter Day Ideals must verify that 
they are LDS,” Poyurs said. “If they 
claim they hold a current temple rec- 
ommiend, the agency verifies that by 
asking to see it.” 

The Provo office is one of three 
Latter Day Ideals offices in Utah. The 
other offices are located in Salt Lake 
City and Ogden. 

The Salt Lake office has been in 
operation since 1981, but the Provo 
office has only been open for about 
eight months, Poyurs said. 

“We do not do matchmaking,” 
Poyurs said. 

“People come in and select who 
they would like to meet from our 
folders. When the selection is made, 
we invite that person to come in and 
look’ at the file of the person who has 
selected’ them. If there is mutual con- 
sent, we release phone numbers to the 
clients.” 

The clients’ contracts designate that 
the. man should make the initial con- 
tact in the relationship, Poyurs said. 
“We are very traditional that way,” 
she said. 

The agency keeps profiles of the 
clients, covering their interests, mari- 
tal status and church standing. 

The agency also checks out whether 


the clients pay full tithing and 
whether they shop on Sundays. 

The portfolio also includes pho- 
tographs of the clients. Most of the 
photos show the clients skiing, hiking, 
swimming or playing with children. 

The average age of clients at Latter 
Day Ideals is 40, Poyurs said. Quite a 
few BYU students come to the 
agency with interest in finding a com- 
panion, but they also tend to be in the 
older range, she said. 

Poyurs said she considers the fee for 
her services very reasonable, but 
some people find it to be too expen- 
sive. She would not quote the exact 
price a client would pay to be allowed 
to browse the files. 

“There are just so many different 
programs here to work with,” she 
said. 

Other businesses in Provo cater to 


the Mormon population, though not’ 


so exclusively. 

Most of the people who shop in the 
Missionary Emporium, a store in the 
University Mall featuring mission 
stickers, shirts and LDS books, are 
women who have a son or boyfriend 
out in the mission field, said Cindy 
Dalton, assistant manager of the store. 

Missionary Emporium will soon 
include “your LDS family bookstore” 
in its motto so people will not.think it 
is just for missionaries, she said. 

The store has done well in Utah, and 
many people have asked that a store 
open in Idaho, also a predominantly 
Mormon .community, Dalton said. 

Other businesses appeal to the more 
practical Mormon population. 

Passersby first receive a clue that 
the Out-N-Back store sells products 
geared to Mormons by its logo — 
“Your 72-hour supply headquarters.” 
Store owners say they hope to draw 
the attention of Mormons. 

But Out-N-Back.does not mention 
the Church in any advertisements, 
said co-owner Mary Pier. She just 
wants to attract those who are inter- 
ested in emergency preparation, espe- 
cially campers, she said. 

Dried and canned food storage and 
72-hour survival kits, about one-fifth 
of the store’s inventory, is geared to 


Mormons, she said. 

For 20 years, however, their busi- 
ness was located in Southern 
California, and they actually sold 
more food storage than they do in 
Utah, Pier said. 

Also in the University Mall is 
Living Scriptures, a store featuring 
videos and products based on the 
King James version of the Bible. The 
videos are purchased by Christians 
from all denominations in Utah, said 
Betty Jo Hanson, a company salesper- 
son. 

Living Scriptures has many outlets 
in the southern Bible Belt area, but 
videos based on the Book of Mormon 
are only sold in Utah and Idaho, she 
said.
